Chicago, Feb. 28.—Robert Hosea, 


of Cincinnati, the 75-years-old fath- 
er of Mrs. Eleanor Ellis,, killed 
by 


her husband in a hotel here last Oc- 
tober, arrived in Chicago today t» 
testify in William Cheney Ellis' trial. 
Mr. Hosea was accompanied by bis 
wife. 


The aged pair was roused to In- 


dignation by reading newspaper ac- 
counts of Ellis' testimony in which 
he endeavored to prove that he was 
driven to mania by his wife's infat- 
uation for another man. Mr. Hosea 
notified Prosecutor Malato, that he 
and his wife would be in Chicago 
ready to testify in defense of their 
daughter's reputation. 


Malato requested them to be in 


readiness to take the stand today. 
The railway trip and the ordeal of 
the witness stand may prove to be 
too much for Mr Hosea on account 
of his advanced age, according to his 
physicians, but Mr. Hosea declared 
today that be would refute Ellis' 
charges against his daughter, if it 
cost him his life. 


Ellis fainted in the witness chatr 


under the flre of questions from the 
prosecutor. 
He replied \apuely to 


several questions about what happen- 
ed when the detectives found him 
with the body of his wife, and Judge 
Petit cheeked him and ordered that 
he respond clearly

When we were arrested, we were 


taken before a magistrate and ques- 
tiongd^juid, of course searched. As 
"we had nothing on us that looked 
auspicious,- and as we answered his 
''questions favorably, we were not 
locked up, as you got it from the 
.papers^ except. at night when we were 
»11 confined In n stockade 15x60. We 
'were allowed about six blocks of the 
•town to exercise In, during the day, 
'but if we attempted to go beyond our 
•allowance, we would no doubt have 
been shot. We were going to take a 
chance once, but changed our minds 
when the time came to put our plans 
Into action. The officers and guards 
^•were all 
courteous enough, if we 


didn't try to do anything "crooked," 
so we had no trouble at all in that

happened in a long time.

Monday is the last day on which 


persons and corporations may make 
their returns under the income tax 
without being required to 
pay 
a 


heavy penalty fixed by the new in- 
come tax law. The real date for the 
limit returns without 
penalty 
is 


March 1, but as that dafe is Sunday, 
the law allows one day extension. 


HIanks have been forwarded 
by 


District Internal Revenue Collector 
Beriah Williamson in Columbus, to 
all 
corporations 
and 
individuals 


amenable to the tax law. 
There is 


a provision , however, which makes 
the penalty 
compulsory 
wherever 


the return is not made within- speci- 
fied time even though the corpora- 
tion or individual has not received 
blanks for the purpose.

through the establishment of not less

regional banks equitabl> located over 
the entire country. 


Within sixty days alter this law, 


or until Feb. 23, all national banks 
had to become 
members 
of 
this 


regional bank, and subscribe for cap- 
ital stock of such regional bank in 
an amount equal to six per cent of 
the combined capital stock and sur- 
plus of such national bank. 


State banks and trust companies 


may likewise become member banks 
by conforming to all requirements 
given in felation to limitations of 
liability and reports to the comptrol- 
ler. 


Under this new la^ 
the 
First 


National, Park National and Frank- 
lin National have already sent in ap- 
plications to become member banks, 
and the Newark Tcimt Co. will prob- 
ably do likewise at Some future time, 
as the sixty days' limit does not ap- 
ply to this institution.

as April and May. 


"The 
comparatively open winter 


has undoubtedly influenced this un- 
usual demand to some extent. The 
fact that all our cars are fitted with a 
built-in electric starting and lighting 
system which makes cold weather 
motoring easy and feasible is anotn- 
er consideration. 
But the demand 


springs from a source much deeper 
than immediate sales and is based on 
the belief of these dealers that the 
winter purchasing is only an indica- 
tion of what will happen when the 
sun gets to shining on both sides of 
the street. 
- "To a certain extent, we began pre- 
paring for a limit production several 
months ago. 
Our plants are able to 


build 200 cars daily with an occa- 
sional spurt of 225. We know that 
we shall be able to 
advance 
our 


schedule to some extent. But we are 
sure that we shall never be able to 
satisfy the demand of the motoring 
public. 


"Ixook out for the famine that is 


on the way! It will strike the market 
in April and will increase in degree 
as the season progresses."
